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WHAT CAUSES PREMATURE BUDDING OF 
CHRYSANTHEMUM CUTTINGS DURING 
THE SPRING MONTHS, AND WHAT 
TO DO TO PREVENT IT* 


Bud initiation can occur any time during the spring months, 
whenever your temperatures in the greenhouses are con- 
sistently 60 degrees Fahrenheit or above, and the days are 
short enough to initiate bud setting. These conditions can 
occur any time up until May Ist depending upon the variety 
and the locality in which they are being grown. Some varie- 
ties such as the garden varieties and early shading varieties 
require very little short day treatment, coupled with high 
temperatures to initiate buds. This same tendency to set bud 
readily is what makes these varieties desirable for early shad- 
ing and garden work. 

In order to prevent this premature setting of buds, these 
same varieties should be placed where they can be given 
additional light during the early spring months. Use 60 watt 
bulbs spaced 4 feet apart and 30 inches above the plants. Use 
the lights for a period of two hours each night after dark up 
until May Ist, then discontinue lighting.

The Culture of 
Chrysanthemums, Any Season

Since publication, in the September, 1950 Bulletin, of 
the year around flowering program of chrysanthemums, 
the introduction of new varieties and refinements of 
culture necessitate the revision which we are present- 
ing now. 


CUT FLOWERS 

The schedule of operations is that of Yoder Bros., 
adapted for the 40° to 45° north latitude (New England, 
New York, Pennsylvania, north half of Ohio, north half 
of Indiana, north half of Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Washington, and Oregon). For the 
latitude of 35° to 40° north (southern New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, North 
Carolina, Kentucky, Tennessee, Southern Ohio, south- 
ern Indiana, southern Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, Colo- 
rado, northern Arkansas, northern Oklahoma, southern 
Nevada, southern Utah, and central California) a slight 
modification of the schedule should be made between 
the dates of July 21 and March 3 only. This modifica- 
tion consists of cutting off one week of long day treat- 
ment or, to state in another way, give short day con- 
ditions one week earlier than is shown in the schedule 
presented here. For more southern latitudes, other 
schedules should be consulted. 


Even though you may not be interested in chrysan- 
themums at all seasons, there is considerable interest in 
the flowering of the mum for specific periods. For ex- 
ample, the production of white, yellow, and light pink 
pompons for the spring months has been very profitable 
for some growers. The schedule can also be used for 
production of standard mums when natural varieties 
are mediocre or poor. This is well illustrated in Decem- 
ber, when Smith’s Late White and Tobin’s Late Yellow 
may be the only varieties available. In this case it is 
quite simple to delay the flowering of the Indianapolis 
group, the Mefos, or the Queens for December to have 
good quality standards for this period. 


CUTTINGS 


The cuttings must be taken from lighted stock plants, 
and it is simplest to buy them from the specialist who is 
doing it. 


LIGHTING 


To prevent formation of flower buds the light in- 
tensity must be 10 foot-candles (F.C.), For an ex- 
tensive area, additional light is best supplied by bulbs 
near the roof of the greenhouse and you should con- 
sult your local light and power company concerning 
the cheapest method of providing the desired intensity. 
For smaller installations the spacing given below will 
be satisfactory for a bench 4 feet wide: 


60-watt bulbs in a reflector, spaced 4 feet apart, 2 to 4 feet 
above the tops of the plants. 

100-watt bulbs in a reflector, spaced 6 feet apart, 2 to 4 feet 
above the tops of the plants. 

200-watt bulbs in a reflector, spaced 8 feet apart, 2 to 4 feet 
above the tops of the plants. 


Lights must be used between August 1 and May 15 
because during this period the day length is short 
enough to cause flower buds to form on some of the 
varieties. 


Results of work by experiment stations and commer- 
cial firms show that best results with lights are secured 
by interrupting the night. Actually, the chrysanthe- 
mum is a “long night” plant rather than a “short day” 
plant. This may appear to be splitting hairs, but flower 
buds can be prevented from forming by interrupting 
the night even though at the same time the day length 
is short. Therefore, begin lighting at 10 p.m. for the 
number of hours shown below: 


Month Hours of lighting per night 
August 2 
September 214 
October 3 
November 4 
December 5 
January 5 
February 4 
March 3 
April 2 
May 1-15 2 


Though manipulation of light to control spray forma- 
tion is feasible, it is too complicated for the grower who 
is not a mum specialist. 


SHADING 


Between September 1 and February 15 the day 
length is short enough to cause flower buds to form on 
all varieties. Therefore it is not necessary to cover the 
plants with black cloth during this period. However, if 
you have a number of houses or benches in mums and 
the lights are not all turned off the same day, then you 
must use black cloth as a curtain between lighted and 
unlighted benches. 


TEMPERATURE 

To insure rapid vegeative growth as well as flower 
bud set, the night temperature must be 60° F. There 
are only a few crops that can be grown with chrysan- 
themums at the 60° F. night temperature during the 
fall, winter, and early spring months. Chrysanthemums 
can be grown with roses, gardenias, and China asters. 
However, stocks, snapdragons, and other cool crops 
cannot be grown with chrysanthemums. Flowers of ex- 
tra fine quality can be produced by gradually lowering 
the night temperature to 50° F. after the flower buds 
are visible. This requires more time than shown in the 
schedule and cannot be practiced where chrysanthe- 
mums in various stages of development are being 
grown in the same house. 


In hot summer weather, black cloth shade should be 
applied late in the afternoon and removed later in the 
morning—this will reduce the heat under cloth. Some 
varieties will not develop properly if it is too warm

under the cloth, while pink and bronze varieties fade 
at high temperatures. The best bronze pompons to 
withstand summer heat are Beauregard, Buckskin, 
Dark Bronze Masterpiece, Firefly, and Paragon. 


GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS 


The schedule of operations allows for three crops per 
year from the same square foot of bench space—if you 
are interested in year around flowering. If not, then 
use the schedule to flower the chrysanthemums where- 
ever you want them. 


Yoders do not pinch the cuttings. Since the market 
demands are for bunches with at least 6 stems, the 
planting distance varies with the season; that is, the 
more natural light there is the closer the planting. The 
recommended spacing is shown below: 


When plants are to be 
Distance in inches flowered from 

4x6 June 15 to September 15 
4x7 September 15 to November 1 
4x8 November 1 to December 15 
4x9 December 15 to March 15 
4x8 March 15 to May 1 
4x7 May 1 to June 15 


Both pompons and standards are supported with 
wire and string, the same as pompons usually are. To 
get the best and most rapid growth, (1) be sure the 
soil is well drained, (2) keep the nitrate level no higher 
than 25 ppm (Spurway) in late fall and winter, and (3) 
keep the Solubridge (soluble salts) readings low. 


Disbudding practices vary with the grower—some 
do, and some don’t. Disbudding requires time, but with 
all except the button types (Pinocchio, etc.) the size of 
the flower and spray formation can usually be im- 
proved. 


For color preference at various periods of the year, 
consult your selling outlet. Market preferences vary 
too much for specific recommendations. 


Yoder’s schedule of operations is based on weather 
conditions for northern Ohio. In the south where the 
sunlight is brighter, the plants will grow more rapidly 
and some adjustments may have to be made. 


Failure of the plants to flower when given short days 
is usually due to allowing too many long days. Encore, 
Moonglow, Golden Chord, Majorette, and a few others 
are especially troublesome in this respect. 


VARIETIES 

You will note that varieties have been classified into 
groups, depending upon the approximate number of 
weeks required for them to come into flower from the 
time they are given short day treatment. Those that 
naturally flower early are in the 7 or 8 week groups; 
those flowering somewhat later are in the 10-week 
group, etc. 


Some of the pink, bronze, and red varieties will fade 
badly at high temperatures. In these colors, the vari- 
eties proving the most satisfactory in warm weather 
are Beauregard, Buckskin, Dark Bronze Masterpiece, 
Memorial, Pandora, Paragon, Pink Dot, Red Seneca, 
Reward, Rubicon, and Taffeta.

POTTED PLANTS 


The general rules pertaining to the use of lighted cut- 
tings, lighting, shading, and temperature apply to chry- 
santhemums grown as pot plants as stated for cut 
flowers. However, the pinching date and the varieties 
used are much different. To keep the plants low, com- 
pact, and shapely, they must be pinched soon after they 
are potted. 


. .Single pinch system. Some growers prefer to produce 
plants that are pinched only once, because it is a quick 
method of production. At least 3 or 4 cuttings should be 
placed in a 5-inch pot or 4 or 5 cuttings in a 6-inch pot. 
Azalea pots are suggested rather than standards be- 
cause they are lower and give better effect to the fin- 
ished plant. If potted during the spring, summer, and 
fall months, best results are secured with most vari- 
eties by pinching and shading the plants the same day 
that they are potted. This is often referred to as the 
pot, pinch, and short day system of production. During 
the winter months, however, it has been observed that 
the plants should be allowed to grow for 7 to 10 days 
before they are pinched and given short days. 


Double pinch system. Larger, more showy plants are 
obtained by pinching twice. Three rooted cuttings 
should be placed in a 5- or 6-inch azalea pot. If potted 
during the spring, summer, and early fall months, the 
cuttings should be pinched the same day they are 
potted and then pinched again in 3 to 4 weeks depend- 
ing upon the rapidity of growth. With most varieties, 
the plants should be given short day conditions the 
same day as the date of the second pinch. In the winter 
months better results are obtained if the cuttings are 
allowed to grow 7 or 10 days before they are pinched 
the first time, and, the second pinch should be made 
3 or 4 weeks later. 


Varieties. The number of good varieties for use as 
pot plants is rather limited. While it is true that any 
variety may be pot grown, it is usually the larger 
flowered types that find quick public acceptance. 


WHITE 


Christina - early. 


Granite State - short compact growth; often necessitates more 
cuttings per pot or use of smaller pots. 


Indianapolis White - usually too tall unless pinched 10 days 
after short days are started. 


Little America - must be disbudded for best results. 


Queen’s Lace - a good novelty, but will be too tall unless 
pinched 10 days after short days are started. 
Richard Mandel - formerly the most popular white. 


Silversmith - though a seedling of Revelation, it is not too tall 
if pinched 10 to 14 days after short days are started; must 
be disbudded. Recommended for December through March 


only. 
White Frick - usually too tall unless pinched 10 days after short 


days are started. 
Wilson’s White - a new one that is worthy of trial. 


YELLOW 


Blazing Gold - early, but somewhat soft. 


Bonnafon Deluxe - the best pot mum, bar none. Sometimes un- 
even or blind in winter. 


Butterball 

Dark Indianapolis Yellow - a sport which is short. 
Golden Glory - may be soft. 

Gold Lode - very soft, but early. 


Indianapolis Yellow - usually too tall unless pinched 10 days 
after short days are started. 
Sunglow - may be soft. 


Yellow Lace - an excellent novelty, but will be too tall unless 
pinched 10 days after short days are started. 
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BRONZE AND RED 


Apricot Queen - if overwatered, this variety quickly becomes 
chlorotic. 


Bronze Masterpiece - somewhat soft, and must be disbudded. If 
too tall, pinch 7 to 10 days after short days are started. 


Copperhead - usually too tall unless pinched 10 days after short 
days are started. 


Glitters - if overwatered, this variety quickly becomes chlorotic. 
Gypsy - must be disbudded; fades in hot weather. 


Indianapolis Bronze - usually too tall unless pinched 10 days 
after short days are started. 


Indianapolis Golden Bronze - a quilled sport which is short. 
Ivanhoe 
Mrs. Stahelin - may be tall. 


PINK 


Helen Frick - usually too tall unless pinched 10 days after short 
days are started. 


Indianapolis Pink - usually too tall unless pinched 10 days after 
short days are started. 


Masterpiece - somewhat soft and must be disbudded. If too tall, 
pinch 7 to 10 days after short days are started. 


Queen of Pinks - the most popular pink pot mum; fades badly in 
in hot weather. 


General Remarks. The best pot mums are produced 
by placing three rooted cuttings in the finishing pot. If 
hard, starved plants out of small pots are used, poor 
specimens should be expected. If the pinches are made 
too high, the plant will not only be leggy, but require 
extra care in staking. 


Regular applications of fertilizer should be made to 
keep the foliage green and the plant in a healthy con- 
dition. It is no longer necessary to run the plants ex- 
tremely dry and starve them to obtain compact speci- 
mens—proper pinching takes care of this. Foliar nema- 
tode and septoria black spot can cause the loss of lower 
leaves which makes the plants unsightly. 


A pot mum that is too tall and leggy or one devoid of 
lower foliage is the main reason why one hears the re- 
mark “pot mums won’t sell.” Height can be kept in 
check by pinching 7 to 10 days after short days are 
started. With some varieties it may be necessary to

pinch as late as 14 days after short days are started. It 
is remarkable how the variation of pinch date in rela- 
tion to the start of short days regulates the height and 
compactness of the plant. 


While any variety may be grown as a pot mum, most 
pompons and standards become tall and leggy, are too 
soft, or do not produce an eye-catching display of 
flowers. 


Only one flower should be allowed to develop per 
stem. All other buds should be removed when they are 
large enough to handle conveniently. 


Hardy varieties as spring flowering pot plants. 


A number of hardy or garden chrysanthemums can 
be grown as spring flowering pot plants. By using the 
easy-to-follow directions below there is no trick at all 
in producing excellent specimens: 


1. Use only cuttings taken from lighted stock plants. 


2. For flowering about May 1, place 5 rooted cuttings in a 5- 
or 6-inch pot February 8 and pinch that same day. 


3. Give the plants 10 foot-candles of light from 5 p.m. to 10 
p.m. each night from February 8 to March 8. 


4. On March 8 pinch the plants again, discontinue lighting, 
and to produce the most uniform specimens shade with black 
cloth daily from 5 p.m. to 8 a.m. until flowering. 


5. Keep the night temperature at 60°F. from potting until 
flowering. 


If the plants are desired somewhat earlier or later 
than May 1, the dates of potting, pinching, lighting, and 
shading can be moved ahead or back as desired. This 
schedule has been worked out at Columbus, Ohio, 
which is on the 40th parallel. For other localities some 
modifications may be necessary. 


In Ohio the sale of the chrysanthemum as a hardy 
plant necessitates the purchase of a license for the sale 
of perennials. Consult with your nursery inspector or 
county agent if you are not sure of the law in your 
state. 


As a spring flowering pot plant the hardy or garden 
chrysanthemum is in a class by itself and when cor- 
rectly grown it should be a valuable addition to the 
list of spring plants sold by both nurserymen and 
florists.

COMPLETE BUILDING INSTRUCTIONS FOR 
CLOTH HOUSES 


Measure out a PERFECT RECTANGLE on the 
ground, each side of the rectangle being 33 feet 
if you plan a house 33 feet in width, or if larger, 
some multiple of 33 feet. Posts to be placed in the 
ground three feet deep, to carry the wires at posi- 
tions that will line the wires in 16-feet-6-inch cen- 
ters, in every direction. 


If you plan a 33 feet wide house, it will require 
no inside posts; in a 66 feet width house you will 
need one row of posts inside, and in a 99 feet width 
house two rows of posts inside. IN ALL SIZE 
HOUSES BE CAREFUL THAT THE POSTS ARE 
PLACED TO CENTER THE SUPPORT WIRES 
EXACTLY 16 FEET 6 INCHES, so the top cloth 
made 33 feet widths with allowances will fit the 
frame. 


Each outside post must be anchored rigidly with 
a dead man, and each corner post must have two 
dead men, one anchored against each side of the 
rectangle, dig a hole about three feet deep, six feet 
away from the post, take a 24-foot length of No. 8 
galvanized wire, double it and loop one end around 
the post 6 feet 6 inches from the ground, attach the 
other end to the dead man and bury it, then twist 
the wire with a stick as in sketch until the post is in 
line; nail the 6-inch baseboard in position around the 
outside of the house. Place two 14-inch staples 
six feet above the ground on each post so the No. 8 
galvanized wires will pull through easily and use 
wire stretchers to stretch the wires taut. Stretch the 
wires from the corner posts only, as corner posts 
have two dead men, one anchored against each 
side of the rectangle, stretch the wires until they 
have the proper rigid tension and 
then drive the staples in fully to hold 
wires. 


If you have inside posts they may 
be placed to hold the support wires 
and cloth 634 to 7 feet in height, 
giving more head room with the 
same width of cloth. 


will be easy to lay if care is taken to follow direc- 
tions. 


To cover the top unroll the cloth at one end of the 
frame and with several men lift it across the sup- 
port wires, leaving about a yard hanging over the 
end wires so you can adjust it later; unfold a few 
yards lengthwise beside the frame, then take the 
selvage edge of the house top and the selvage edge 
of the sidewall and roll them together five times 
around the side wire, where you have surplus cloth 
on the ends wrap this around the wires and sew it, 
as it protects the cloth where the strain centers on 
the support wires. Pin the cloth in place with 8- 
penny wire nails, pin 10 or 15 feet before you begin 
to sew, stretch the cloth only enough to keep the 
sagging out and be sure to keep the lengthwise re- 
inforcement woven lines at an even distance parallel 
with the length of the wire. 


Start at the post and sew by whipping around the 
wire, using a tight lock stitch, so that the cloth will 
not slip; do not whip the thread along the wire more 
than 3 inches before lock stitching again. As you sew 
have the cloth pinned ahead of you 10 to 15 feet 
all the time. After this side is finished unfold the 
cloth to the other 33 feet side support wire and pin 
before sewing, making sure that the woven rein- 
forced lines are at an even parallel distance from 
the support wire; sew ends with the same method. 
Only sew the cloth to support wires. Fasten the 
sidewalls to the baseboard with the new aluminum 
fasteners every 9 inches instead of using the old 
ee BewiD method, as this will prevent the cloth from 
rotting at the baseboard, from damp- 
ness. 


A very good idea to prevent the 
cloth from chafing and wearing out 
the yarns is to cover the rough joints 
of the baseboard and also wrap the 
posts with either heavy paper or old 
cloth. Where wires are spliced cover
